Steve, 
I would put up the whole amount of wire. Feed this with 450 ohm line, from 
a balun and transmatch. 


We put up a loop of about twice that for Field Day at W5KA, ssb, and had 
excellent results on those bands we found most in use. We did not try it on 
80M until very late Sat. night of FD, and the other stations were having 
summer thunderstorm static which hampered their hearing. We heard them 
fine, as the loop was better than an electric field dipole would have been. 


It really burned up the airwaves on 40 to 10. On 40 at night, it attenuated 
the European Broadcast stations skip signals, as it was only 20 feet up. 
But, it had terrific DX signals into HI of the Pacific section on 15M, and 
20M, and of course those are the workhorse bands for Field Day down here. 

We fed ours at the corner, having made it a skinny triangle, (horizontal 
delta loop). Used 450 ohm ladder line, simply attached to wire pigtails at 
the insulator with wire nuts. That is our standard ladder line attachment 
technique. Just make sure the narrow end of the wire nut is up to shed 
water! 


We had never used a large loop and all were suitably impressed what even a 
low loop would do. It was good for all the sections of North America, which 
is the Field Day objective, did Pacific section as well, and was far more 
than a cloud warmer. Later modeling by two programs confirmed the main 
lobes were to the directions where we had the longer sides and off the west 
and east end of the unsymmetrical loop. If you can put yours up with equal 
sides, it will be omni in coverage. Good Luck,

450 ohm window line as sold today is the lowest loss feedline you can use of 
the commercial balanced lines and small coaxes. FAR BETTER than RG 58 coax. 
(Commercial open wire line is no longer made). 


It is an old wives tale that a parallel line will cause TVI. A PROPERLY set 
up balanced line cancels the fields around it within a short distance of the 
wire. Why do you think it is called "balanced line"? TVI may be from a 
number of causes, not ladder or twin lines. 

I would look for fundamental overload of the TV, use of unbalanced or end 


fed antenna, etc. There may be an RF ground loop to the TV. TV might have 
been on the same electrical branch circuit, etc. 


You do have to keep ladder lines at right angles, center fed to a dipole. 
You do have to space them at right angles to metal such as gutters, on 
standoffs if possible, but this is to keep from unbalancing them. 

Twisting every couple of feet helps keep ladder line from outside conductors 
influence, as both wires will be equally unaffected by the twist allowing 
both to "see" the influence. 


See the several other posts about large loops. When symmetric, they are 
omni coverage, while dipoles are good but only in two main directions, if 
elevated to optimum height. A large loop is not a cloud warmer, it can have 
multiple take off angles both high and low. If you cannot put a dipole up 
at quarter wave or better, and if you want multiple bands, and can provide 3 
or four supports for the corners, a loop or delta is an excellent investment 
when you have the space to have at least a wavelength circumference on the 
lowest band of interest.

Hi Dan, 


For my small yard I've always had good luck with an inverted-L for 80m. 
Simply get the vertical section as high as you can and run the rest out 
horizontally. As with any 1/4 wavelength antenna, the more radials the 
better although I seldom have room for very many. If you've got the room 
even for a bent horizontal dipole it will work even better, even if you 
can't get it up very high. 


Presently, my main antenna is an inverted-L that is 50 feet long (20' 
vertical / 30' horizontal) and it is fed at the base with a SGC SG-237 
Smartuner. I work 80m through 6m with and have worked a good share of QRP 
DX with it on all bands. 


Since I seem to spend most of my time on 30m with my PRC-38S (militarized 
38-Special) and it has poor IF rejection I put up a resonant 30m 


inverted-vee dipole which helps reject the 12 MHz SW broadcast signals. 
Even though the apex is only up 20' (cloud burner) I've have worked tons of 
DX with my 3.5 watts. Just got a good report out of South Africa last 
night. 


Anyway, back to the subject... 


I think that you can put up a wire of some sort for 80m that will perform 
better then a multiband vertical that is not setup for the desired 
frequency.

Antennas and life are similar...what you dream about and what you end up with 
are often two separate things... it doesn't have to be perfect to work well! 


I love non-resonant antennas. NOT because someone else said they were good, 
but because in my years of hamming, I have been forced to install "some sort 
of antenna" just to fit the available site, and many times is was a NON 
resonant antenna...some center fed, some off-center fed...and very, very 
often, NOT to any formula but to fit the available site. 

>From Houston, TX I worked India on 20 meters on my FIRST attempt with a 
multi-dog-leg strung non-resonant ~ 91' dipole, 25' high off center fed with 
450 ohm and into a tuner. 100 watts SSB. Can anyone design such an antenna 
on purpose? No brag, just fact. 


How many of these antenna designs were from the beginning designed from 
perfect theorums, constructed in perfect environs, and built from perfect 
materials? Normally it's "I had this stuff lying around so I built this 


thing and put it in the air...then hooked it up to my rig." 


Finally, as a very young novice in 1955, I thought "if one antenna is good, 
what would two antennas do?" so I put a coaxial "T" connector on the back of 
my 15 watt transmitter (screen modulated Heath AT-1) and connected on one end 
a trap dipole, and on the other end an L-tuner feeding a 100' longwire...both 
fed at the same time. Ran DX circles around my friend's Viking II 100 watts 
and his 3 element beam. Still don't know why...and 45 years later, it still 
makes him mad to talk about it! No brag, just fact. 


SOl scce don't worry about building the "perfect" antenna. Let us know how 
your experiment works...and notice I didn't mention even one of the many 
failures or "so-so" antennas I've built, and I've had my share of those too!

It 
had a shorted dual-gate MOSFET in the front-end, which wreaked havoc on the 
AGC line (one gate is tied to AGC). It also needed adjustment of both upper 
and lower BFO oscillators. 


In any case, during our troubleshooting session NX1F (Joe) and I talked 
about its value. After looking over other rigs advertised on the Web, we 
concluded that it was worth somewhere between $200 and $400, depending on 
condition, etc.

Thanks for comments. 


I think most missed that this loop has 
1/8 wave vertical elements and 3/8 wave horizontal elements. 


With this arrangement, the top wire supports need only be in 
40' to 50' range for good performance. 


I feed a tad more than 1/8 wave along the bottom wire from a 

bottom corner. It's not optimum for 80 or 40 according to the model 
but seems a good overall compromise. Center fed on one vertical 

looks best for 40, in the model. (this is 40 on the 80m circumference 
loop). 


Gonna try a 40/20 loop this weekend. 

5m vertical sides and 15m horizontal. 

8-10m should be plenty high for the top wire 
and it will be easier to move the feed around.

After shipping over 800 TUNA TIN 2 QRP transmitter kits throughout the last 
two years, the NJ-QRP Club has found it increasingly difficult to obtain 
some of the critical parts (like the 7.040 MHz crystal) at competitive 
prices from our suppliers. 


And regarding the SOP RECEIVER KIT ... we completed the first round of 200 
kits during the summer but we've found it nearly impossible to obtain 
certain parts (the SA612 mixer IC) in through-hole DIP packaging. A pcb 
redesign effort and retooling would be needed to accommodate surface mount 
parts, and would be cost-prohibitive for an extreme low-margin club 
operation such as ours. 


In both cases (TT2 and SOP kits) the the relatively low rate of incoming 
orders no longer warrants the investment needed to continue. So, after some 
heavy sighs and exploring of alternatives, we've decided to retire the TT2 
and SOP kits. Purchases will be refunded to those who have been on the 
waiting list. New orders will no longer be accepted and the checks will be 
returned. 


The SOP Receiver project (schematics, parts list, assembly instructions, 
etc) will be published on the NJQRP website for those who might wish to 
homebrew the project on their own. 


The TT2 transmitter design has already been extensively published and will 
continue to be posted on both the NJQRP and NorCal websites. 


We very much appreciate all the support and kit purchases made by many of 
the QRPers on this list. All proceeds coming from the kitting efforts have 
been applied back into the hobby in the form of the annual Atlanticon QRP 
Forum, newer kits like the PSK80 Warbler, and other QRP-related efforts like 
a semi-professional newsletter and various sponsored radio events for all to 
enjoy throughout the year. 


Once again, "thank you" everyone for your support of QRP and the NJQRP Club 
through the years. We're looking forward to many more years of exciting 
kits, homebrewing newsletters, dynamite QRP forums and fun operating events 
with everyone!

That's a horizontal dipole. 


A vertical dipole (actually a biconical cage fed against 

130 radials in a salt marsh, in the central Pacific) was a MUCH better 
performer 

than the 80m loop with 1/8 wave vertical sides in the Atlanta back yard. 
It worked well on 160 too. A plain old trap vertical fed against the tin 
roof was wonderful 

on 40-10 from this and another Pacific location. 


I suspect a loaded vertical dipole of 1/8 wave overall, over average 
ground, without 

radials (say in my back yard) would not work as well as the loop, but 
haven't tried it. 


I live in the city with a lot of noise generated in the near field and 
given the dimensions 

of the house lot, available natural supports, and antenna funds, the 
vertical loop is 

by far the best bargain in terms of performance for $ spent.

All the 
sprinters trooped over to 40 meters, but, for some unknown reason, no one is 
trying 80 meters these days. Strange, because 80 meters can be dynamite at 
this time of year. 


Each contact received one point. If you didn't tell us the weight of your 
station, or if your station weighed more than an iceberg from the Weddell 
Sea, we assigned a weight of 30 pounds.

I built several large loops for the ‘top band' 160m. I found some very 
interesting results when I was putting them together. 


First off, I want to mention that just because you are using '450 ohm' 
ladder line, doesn't mean that 450 ohms is being presented at the end of the 
line. People have been very creative in getting impedance transformations 
using simply the length of the ladder line to adjust for a good match at the 
transmitter. If your balanced line is an electrical wavelength (or multiple 
of a quarter?) the line should present the same impedance at the transmitter 
as the antenna presents to the line. 


That's probably why some folks get such strange and undesirable results from 
using a 'BALUN' to feed certain types of antennas using balanced lines. 


In the case of my loop, I found that when I cut it to a length that made my 
field strength meter move the most, it's feed point impedance was about 100 
ohms. I could cut it so that there was no mismatch showing on the SWR meter, 
but it didn't work as well as when it had about a 2:1 match. 


I had originally fed the loop with a random length of RG58U coax. My first 
attempt to get a better match (and a little more usable bandwidth ...) was 
by using a calculated length of RG11U 75 ohm coax. I think after velocity 
etc. the cable came out to 82 feet, which was way more than I needed to feed 
the antenna. This increased my less than 2:1 bandwidth to about 40 KC. 


My next try was by using a commercial 2:1 ferrite BALUN transformer that 
worked great for years. Gave me about 75 KC at less than 2:1 and I was able 
to tune the loop for the best field strength reading without upsetting the 
transmitter. It was fed with a random length of RG8. 


The best performance I ever got out of that antenna however was when I 
decided to feed it with 450 ohm ‘Ladder' line. I used a 1:1 ferrite BALUN at 
the transmitter and trimmed the line until I got a match below 2:1. Never 
got it much below 1.78:1 but man did it perform! Most of my buddies thought 
I had purchased an amplifier. I should have tried the 2:1 BALUN at the 
transmitter but I didn't want to use that much line. 


On 160 I never used a tuner, but I used this antenna, with all feed 
configurations, on all the bands with a 'tuner.' It did indeed get quite 
directional on the higher frequencies, so I adjusted the feed point that it 
was opposite from the side facing Europe. 


Best antenna I ever used ... even after I put up some really good tower 
mounted antennas I still used the loop for receiving because of it's low 
noise characteristic. If I had the land, or relationships with my neighbors, 
I'd certainly put up another one of these antennas. It was the catalyst that 
got me into QRP - I was so into the performance of the antenna I wanted to 
see how low I could go and still talk to my regulars. 


To close, the antenna was roughly 525 feet of copperweld wire at an average 


height of about 25 feet. It was 40 feet up at one section. It was set ina 
‘pinched’ oval construction. 


Boy I miss that antenna!

Generally speaking this is a sound piece of advice. But I must add that 
too often these caveats are handed out as broad spectrum advice by 
people who know squat about radio. What is needed is the advice of a 
medical technologist/biomedical engineer who can say specifically what 
intensity RF fields will dangerously impact the operation of a pacemaker 
and then one would need to evaluate the operating circumstances of the 
person. It may very well be that a QRP rig might fine all by itself. Or 
that a QRP Rig with key and headphones on 6-8 foot leads with ferrite 
chokes could create a safe operating environment. I don't know ... but I 
am willing to bet 98% of the doctors giving such advice don't know 
either!

Howdy from Texas, 

For a definitive answer on the question of the effects of RF energy on 
pacemakers, you need to contact the manufacturer of the device. There are 
many, and only the manufacturer of the particular device in question can 
give you the actual specifications. Most doctors choose a product based on 
two criteria, 1) reliability, 2) cost. The question of reaction to RF never 
enters the formula. You need to do your own research before it is an 
emergency and talk to the manufacturers. Choose one or two that seem to have 
the best specifications and then approach your doctor with what you have 
found out and ask his opinion. If you find a particular model and 
manufacturer that have good RF immunity and have the blessing of your 
doctor, have your medical records annotated to indicate your choice.

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Well - off topic for the list but a good topic nonetheless. Valid points 
being made - most doctors will give this kind of advice broad-spectrum 
without really knowing what it means - because by and large they don't 
understand it. Every patient is different - but pacemakers by and large are 
thought universally to be susceptible to therapeutic doses of ionizing 
radiation given directly to the pacemaker AND to the high-power microwave 
pulses used to generate them. (Thus the warning around microwave ovens.) 


>From the point of view of ham radio, those working with intense pulsed 
UHF/microwave fields are those most likely to find their pacemakers 
misfunctioning. The literature points to a risk for those within 2000 ft of 
a high-power pulsed 200-500 MHz radar unit (Aerospace Medicine 2/74, p. 
189). The relevant literaure is summarized in report #45 of the American 
Association of Physicists in Medicine (July 1994). HF - especially at low 
power levels - is not likely to produce any significant effect, and I (for 
one) would tell my patients not to worry about it.
